Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant's representative wanted to discuss what appears to be the 
difference between the prior art and the present claims, particularly, the specific first and second compartments 
including the endothermic and exothermic hydrogen generators, respectively. In that, applicant also argued that the 
features of Figure 1 , as illustrated in the drawing, are not taught in the prior art; and that the prior art of record is 
directed to a furnace or a combusting unit rather than to hydrogen generators. In this regard, the examiner averred that 
the present claims do not include all of the features/limitations illustrated in Figure 1 ; and that the Loffler et a!797 
reference encompasses the reformation of hydrocarbon for hydrogen generation. The examiner explained that 
hydrocarbon reforming. is a chemical process, well known in the art, for generating a hydrogen-rich gas which includes 
endothermic and/or exothermic reactions. Applicant also contended that his first and second compartments are 
intended to be separated, nevertheless, the examiner pointed out that the claim language is silent about that. 
Additionally, the examiner asserted that most of applicant's arguments are not commensurate in scope with the instant 
claims. In general, applicant contended that the prior art does not read on the claimed invention. Additionally, applicant 
contended that Bunk et al'880 is not prior art simply because it is uncertain whether the provisional application from 
which Bunk et al'880 claims priority reasonably supports the subject matter thereof. In short, the examiner further 
argued the present invention should be amended (either structurally or materially) so as to distinguish it from the 
applied art, otherwise the rejection over such references will be maintained as the references adequately disclose 
applicant's broad invention. Applicant mentioned his intention of further submitting a supplemental amendment to 
narrow the scope of his invention so as to overcome the prior art. However, no specific agreement was reached. 
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
